QCWA ROSTER AND MEMBERSHIP LISTS CHECKED 


Headquarters has completed its Annual check of membership card 
files and Membership roster lists. In the course of entering 
dues renewals, new members and so forth, some cards get lost, or 
mis-filed, and some information does not get into the computer. 
A complete and full cross-check of 8,300 cards and Roster entries 
is made each spring. The work is now complete. In the process we 
noted that a fairly large number of members dues have lapsed as of 
December 31, 1978.

A SELF-ADDRESSED POSTCARD. WE WILL STAMP IT AND RETURN IT TO 
YOU IN CONFIRMATION THAT YOUR LICENSE RENEWAL INFORMATION IS 
ON FILE READY TO BE ACTED UPON. a
